In parting 
from the clouds, they precipitate their de¬ 
scent till the increasing resistance opposad by , 
the ajr Irecomes equal to their weight, when 
they continue to fall with an uniform velocity, j 
This velocity is, therefore, in a certain ratio j 
to the diameter of the drops; hence thunder j 
and other showers, in which the drops are 
large, pour down faster than a drizzling rain. 
A drop of the twenty-fifth part of an inch in 
falling through the air, would, when it had 
arrived at its uniform velocity, only acquire 
a celerity of eleven feet nnd a half [>er sec¬ 
ond ; whilst one of one-fourth of an inch 
would acquire a velocity of thirty-five feet 
and a half.

Book Publishers and Commission Paper Mer¬ 
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An instance of female heroism which oc¬ 
curred at a station some six miles west of 
Nashville, may be here related. Mrs. Dun¬ 
ham, the wife of one of the pioneers, while 
sitting in her house at work—her little chil¬ 
dren playing in the yard—heard them scream 
otrt suddenly, and- rushing to the door, saw 
them running from several Indians. One 
of tBe savages was in the act of clutching her 
daughter, six or seven years of age, and suc¬ 
ceeded in laying hojd of the child, a few 
yards from the door. There were no men 
on tie premises; but the mother seized a hoe 
standing against the house uear the door, and 
rushed at the Indian with the uplifted weap¬ 
on? Before she came near enough to strike 
him with it, however, he let go the child, 
who ran into the house, the mother follow¬ 
ing. 

The Indian pursnetf them- doscly, and 
pushed iiis gun into the door before it could 
be closed, to shoot Mrs. Dunham. She kept 
her hold of the door, aud slammed it to vio¬ 
lently, catching the gun between it and the 
door-post, and holding it with all her force, 
while the savage tried in vain to get the 
weapon released. She then, with singular 
presence of mind, called aloud, as if to some 
person within, “Bring me that gun !” The 
Indian understood enough of English to 
know her meaning, and believing there were 
other persons in the house, he left his gun 
and made off. The other children had 
found shelter in the house, and. were thus 
preserved/from massacre Hy tHeir mother’s 
energy and self-possession.

The Origin of the Homan Race. 

A work on “the Human race and its Ori¬ 
gin,” from the pen of a distinguished savan, 
has just appeared in Paris. The author is 
31. E. F. de Salles, and he has investigated 
the subject with much ingenuity and extraor¬ 
dinary research. His work is noticed in the 
last number of the “International,” from 
which we learn that 31. de Salles takes the 
ground that the entire human family have 
descended from a siugle pair, created adult, 
and perfect in mind and body—not by any 
simple evolution of Nature, but by a direct 
act of the Divine Being. The Paradise, or 
home of this pair he places in the north of 
India and the east of Persia. 

All the varieties of man now existing, he 
attributes to the influence of climate and 
circumstances. The six days of Creation he 
takes as so many great epochs, and the Del¬ 
uge he places at five thousand years before 
Christ. The first light of history, he says, 
shows us the human family in the possession 
of a language, and of a certain degree of 
science, the inheritance of the past. Its 
aptitudes, and onward circumstances, may 
increase this inheritance, keep it the same, 
or dimiuish it. 

In people enervated by luxury and by 
doubt, in tribes sofleued by too favorable a 
climate, or separated too long * from the 
stranger and better educated masses,—in a 
family ora couple exiled by a catastrophe, a 
shipwreck,—we are to seek the origin of the 
decline into the various degrees of corrup¬ 
tion, barbarism, the savage state, and brutali¬ 
ty. Imagine a boat from the coast of Ameri¬ 
ca, or from the South Sea Islands, cast by a 
tempest on some unknown shore or some 
desert island. A few young persons, a few 
children, alone escape from the shipwreck, 
knowing imperfectly the language, the arts, 
and the family* traditions of their parents. 
Such is the origiu of the unfortunates some¬ 
times met with, who are ignorant even of 
the use of fire. 

Against the spontaneous generation of the 
human rare in several localities he argues at 
length as an utter absurdity, the point of his 
argument being, that isolated couples so 
produced would be unuhie to resist the in- 
hospitulity of nature without miraculous aid, 
and one tniracle,. he contends, is more ad¬ 
missible than ten or a dozen. But the chief 
grounds on which he labors to establish his 
doctrine are the similitude of the most 'an¬ 
cient traditions among all branches of the 
human s|>ecies, the affiliation and analogy of 
languages, and the identity of organization 
and equality of aptitudes. 

•lie finds similar traditions among the 
Hebrews, the Chaldeans, the Phoenicians 

the Egyptians, the Ethiopians, the Hindoos, 

the Persians, the Chinese, the Thibetans, 
the Scythians, and the Americans. In the 
theogouies and cosmogonies of the Aztecs of 
America, he says that the traditions of an¬ 
cient Asia are plainly to be found, while 
some vague truces of these primitive narra¬ 
tives are to be found even among the savages 
of Oeeanica, and the most barbarous and 
miserable negroes of Western Africa. 

To tins negroes he devotes perhaps the 
most careful and learned portion of the work. 
Starting from the "discovery of 31. Flaurens 
as to the pigmentum or coloring matter of j 
the skin, he contends with great force tiiat 
nothing but the gradual influence of climate, 
giving a greater and greater intensity to the 
action of this coloring matter, which exists 
in every race and every individual, has caus¬ 
ed the essential difference between whites 
and blacks. For, he argues, there is no oth¬ 
er difference between them than that of 
coior, all the other features, such as the 
prominent mouth, the woolly hair, the facia) 
angle, being in no wise exclusively peculiar 
to the Africans. And so, after having gone 
over the entire race in detail, proving the 
identity of organization in every division, 
31. de Salles concludes that the primitive 
complexion wps olive, somewhat like the 
color of unburut coffee, and the origual men 
had red hair. 

Funeral Ceremonies in the Older Time. 

The Stoics, who thought the souls of wise 
men had their habitations about the 
moon, might make slight account of sub¬ 
terranean depositions, where os the Pytha¬ 
gorean# and truuscorporating philosophers 
who were to be after-buried, held great care 
of their interment, ami the Plutonic rejected 
not a due cure of the grave, though they put I 
their ashes to unreasonable expectations, in 
their tedious term of return and long-set j 
revolution. 

That the ancients kindled the pyro averse¬ 
ly, or, turning from it, was a handsome 
symptom of unwilling mitiistnitiuu; they 
washed their bones with wine and milk ; 
that the mother wrapped them ill linen and 
dried them in her bosom, the first fostering 
part and place of their nourishment; that 
they opened their eyes towards heaven l>e- 
fore they kindled the fire at the place of their 
hopes or original, were no improper cere¬ 
monies. 

Their last valediction, thrice uttered by the 
attendants, was also very solemn, and some¬ 
what answered by Christians, who thought it 
too little if they threw not the earth thrice 
.over the interred body. That in strewing 
tombs the Romans * affected the rose, the 
Greeks atnaranthits and myrtle, that the fu¬ 
neral pyre consisted of sweet hark, fuel cy¬ 
press, fir, Inrix, yew, and trees perpetually 
verdant, lay sileut expressions ol" their hopes.

the presence of the troops. Everything' 
passed off quietly, and they were much i 
pleased with the presents that the gov¬ 
ernment had given them. At this mee¬ 
ting Comiachi, the Captain of the Utahs, 
said, in reply to the agent, who urged 
them to quit their roving way of life, and 
to live in houses, the same us white peo¬ 
ple :— 

My people cannot live as the Ameri¬ 
cans live. It was never intended they 
should do so. Our mountains are ster¬ 
ile, and cannot be cultivated. Our val- 
lies Were made to feed our animals.— 
The game in our country supplies us with 
food, and, the skin of the deer and buf¬ 
falo keeps us warm in the winter. We 
do not like to work ; our hands are too! 
soft. We prefer riding our horses where | 
we please, and we do not want to work j 
like slaves. Our women have more work 
than they can do now, and why should 
they want more? We cannot live in hous¬ 
es. When one of our people dies we j 
burn the house in which he lived, and j 
destroy all his property, that he may have 
the benefit of it in the strange land to ] 
which he has gone. If we live in houses,! 
we should be continually building, for 
many of our people die.

Indian Corn. —Indian corn contains 
about sixty per eent, of starch, nearly the 
same as oats. The proportion of oil and

sugar. The nitrogeneous substances are 
also considerable in quantity, some twelve 
to sixteen per cent. 

Sweet corn differs from all other vari¬ 
eties, containing only about eighteen per 
cent of starch. The amount of sugar is 
of course very large, and the nitrogeneous 
substances amount to the very large pro¬ 
portion of twenty per cent; of gum, from 
thirteen to fourteen ; and of oil, to about 
eleven. This, from the above results, is 
one of the most nourishing crops known.
